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City Council 
i Adopts Budget 


City of Upland will operate 
with an increased budget of $381,- 
999 for the fiscal year 1950-51 
which began July 1. 

Final adoption of the new bud- 
get took place at the regular 
meeting of the city council last 
week. 

The 1950-51 budget exceeds the 
1949-50 budget by $45,470. 

Approved by the city council 
unanimously, the budget was 
framed by the finance committee 
headed by Councilman Robert 
Thrall. Thrall moved for adop- 


tion and was seconded by Council- 


man E. Tweed Stone. 
i INCREASED ITEMS 
| The budget calls for general 
ifund expenditures totaling $192,- 
565; traffic safety, $34,281; park 
jand recreation, $29,750; special 
gas tax fund for road construc- 
tion, $29,054; bond retirement, 
$26,469; public library, $19,500; 
“in lieu” tax, $18,038; special gas 
tax, (street maintenance), $8,284; 
state highways, $7623; planning 
commission, $1,360. 
Two items which contributed to 
the increase in the budget are 
payment to the City of Ontario 
for an extra five per cent on the 
old sewage disposal plant, $6,944; 
and to reimburse the general fund 
for parks and recreation deficit 
tin 1949-50, $8,131. 
The tax rate is not yet set 
jpending action by the county 
jboard of supervisors to determine 
the assessed valuation for the 
‘City of Upland.
